Two Peltons Seeking Ten 
How on File With Rail- 
road Commission 


NOTHING KOWN OF THEM 
UNTIL DUG UP YESTERDAY 


They Were Filed by Beck & 
Gregg Hardware Company, 
the McCord-Stewart Com- 
pany and Others, and Will 
Be Up for Hearing Thurs- 
day.

There are two petitions for port rates 
pending with the railroad commission, 
and which are set for hearing Thursday 
of this week. 

This fact did not become known un- 
til yesterday, following the publication 
of The Constitution's editorial suggest- 
ing that the administration should 
either make good its pledges or admit 
they were made purely for campaign 
purposes. 

The Beck & Gregg petition was filed 
with the commission on March 5; that 
of the McCord-Stewart Company and 
others on March 10: yet not one wofd 
regarding them was given out at the 
office of the railroad commission until 
now, although representatives of every 
daily newspaper in the state have 
called daily at the commission’s office 
and asked for news. 

That a petition for port rates even 
on a single cémmodity§ constitutes 
news can scarcely be questioned, in 
view of the discussion this subject has 
demanded in.and out of the campaign. 

Anyhow, these petitions have come to, 
light-at last—smoked out, as it were, 
and the commission, upon Governor 
Smiths demand, i8 getting ready to 
take hold.of the subject. 

In the Macon Platform, 
The port .rate proposition was not 
only a pevmtpent feature of the cam- 


-yeare-agp, but-tt was! 
made one of the foremost planks in the 
platform adopted by the convention 
held in Macon by which Governor 
Smith was nominated. ‘ 

‘Following the reorganization of the 
railroad commisson, wherit was knoWn 
a majority of its members were in ac- 
cord with the policies of the governor. 
it was naturally expected the port rate 
question would come to the front, and 
for months and months inquiry was 
made at the office of the commission 
with regard to the matter. 

The reply always was that there was 
no petition for port rates pending and 
none of the commissioners knew when 
the question would come up or whether 
it would come up at. all. 

On February 20, last, Governor Smith 
wrote the commission a letter in 
which, among other things, he insisted 
that it should take up the question of 
port rates. This letter has just ap- 
peared from its long seclusion. 

A few weeks after this the petitions 
referred to were filed, and without 
any public notice Aaving been given, 
were set for hearing this week. 

The Beck & Gregg Petition, 

The petition of the: Beck & Gregg 
Hardware Co. asks specifically for a 
revision and reduction of the port rates 
on special iron products, and grows 
principally out of the fact that this 
company has a warehouse and estab- 
lishment located in Savannah. 

The petitioners complain of the fact 
that while the present raft on special 
iron products from “Atlanta to: Bruns- 
wick and Savannah is 13 cents per 100 
pounds in carload lots of 24,000 pounds 
minimum, the rate in the Opposite di- 
rection from Brunswick and Savannah 
to Atlanta is 23 cents, making the 
total carload to the ports $3). 20; as 
against $69 coming this way. 

These rates apply .on 200 Or more 
different articles which come under the 
Classification of special iron products, 
and the petition shows that similar dif- 
ferences exist between the tes, given 
} otner cities in Georgia to an from the 
ports. For instance,the rate trom Athens 
to the ports is !3 cents; to Athens, 
23 cents.. From Macon to the ports, 12 
cents; from the ports to Macon, 2) 
cents, om Rome to the ports, 15 
cents; from the ports to Rome, 25-cents. 

Claims Violation of Rule. 


The petitioners claim that these rates 
constitute a specific violation of the rail. 
road commission’s general rule No, 7, 
which says: 

“All rates effective in this state, except 
in cases otherwise specified, shall apply 
in either direction, over the same line 
between the same points.”’ ‘ 

The petition says, speaking for the 
wholesale dealers in Atlanta, under «& 
uniform rate of 13 cents to Atlanta, they 
would be willing to make 40,000 pounds 
the minimum carioad. At this rate and 
weight, the carriers would get $52 per 
‘car against an average of $50.10 per car 
with the ames rates and 24,000 pounds 
minimum. 

In conelusion, the commission is asked 
to declare the special iron rate of 23 
cents from the ports to Atlanta unequal 
and unjust, and to order.the carriers to 
charge no higher rate from Savannah 
and Brunswick to Atlanta, than is 
charged from Atlanta to the ports.

McRae, Ga., April 5.—(Special,)—Pope 
S. Hill, of Macon, one of the most widely 
known attorneys in the state, was 
found dead. in the office of the Dodge 
Lumber Company here this morning 
about 2 o'clock by Patrol Officer Yan-. 
cey and Howard. Whiddon. He was 
found on the floor, with a pistol resting 
in his hands. He had been shot behing 
the right eye, and his’skull cracked 
with a woaden bar. 

An inquest was held by thé coroner's 
jury this afternoon, which returned a 
verdict that he had come to his death 
at the hands of unknown parties. 

Mr. Hill had been for some time 
engaged in working on the famous 
Dodge land case, which involves 
40,000,000 acres in Telfair, Dodge and 
Pulaski counties... His death follows in 
a bloody trail of murders in connection 
with the litigation, these being the 
killing of Captain John C. Forsyth, the 
Eastman and McRae repfesentative of 
the Dodge interests, in 1891: and Lu- 
clus Williams, one of the claimants, 
not long after.

Before leaving Macon, Mr. Hill stated 
te his law partners-that he had received 
threatening letters.. In his) card. case 
he carried a note that camé,.to Aim at 
Macon: .I1¢ Pead: 

“Pope Hill:- Next time you break up 
our settlement, you will be broke.”

Dodge estate, went to the office of the 
Dodge Lumber Company. Colonel Esco! 
Graham, who-is also interested in the 
land suits, was telephoned for. After 
his arrival the: three conversed about 
thirty minutes, after which the letter 
of warning was shown to the other two 
gentlemen by Mr. Hill. They told him 
to procure a pistol, which he did later, 
from the manager of the Wilcox Hard.

When Last Seen.

“The American people, chafing under 
the wrong and injustice of the sched- 
ules of the Dingley law, have demand- 
éd of the party in power that they 
should be reduced, and the pledge of 
the Republican party, as construed by 
the president, is that we shall have 
tariff revision downwards. Yet, in this 
bill, the same interests are cared for, 
duties are not equalized and the same 
discrimination and injustice is prac- 
ticed against the American people.” 

He discussed at some length the re- 
taliatory features of the bill, and 
showed that they were mainly directed 
against the South American republics, 
for which President Roosevelt and 
former Secretary Root have expressed 
so much solicitude. 

Discrimination Charged. 


Judge Bartlett charged discrimina- 
tions in favor of the eastern manufac- 
turers of cotton goods, as against the 
grades of goods manufactured in the 
southern mills, showing that the tariff 
is. to. be reduced upon the coarser 
grades of yarns and thread, and such 
other goods manufactured in the south, 
while it is to be raised on the finer 
grades made in'‘the north and east. He 
insisted that lumber and salt should 
be on the free list. 

He opposed the proposed inheritance 
tax as being intended to reach the 
small inheritances of the poor, and as 
not being a sufficient tax upon the 
large inheritances falling to the rich. 
He advocated the imposition of an in- 
come tax. He denied that the south 
wanted to join the effort to wring by 
lew from the masses special benefits 
and privileges, and in doing so, as- 
serted that great burdens are imposed 
by the bill upon the cotton farmers of 
the south by the tariff on bagging and 
ties. 

Clark Teld te Get Out. 

Dvidently referring to Mr. Clark. of 

Florida, ‘Mr. Pou, of South Carolina, 
said that any man who supported the 
bill belonged on the republican side. He 
likened Mr. Clark to the Arab chief 
who had surrendered his companions 
for a part of the booty. 
Mr. Saunders (Virginia) spoke in fa- 
vor of a duty on tobacco raised in his 
state and in North Carolina. The 
pending bill had allowdé, he said, a 
tax of $1.85 a pound on the leaf to- 
bacco raised by Connecticut and Flor- 
ida, and he wanted equal protection on 
the tobacco of his state.

Republicans Cheer Fitzgerald. 

Republican shandclaps greeted Mr.

When ‘the body was distovered the 
front and rear doors of the office were 
unlocked and open. The attorney’s body 
was lying about midway in the center 
of the room, with his feet against the 
desk. The clothes were neatly ar- 
ranged, and the pistol was iying across 
his breast, with the thumb resting on 
the trigger. The bullet, which entered 
the right eye, was found resting on 
the back of the skull, which had been 
badly fractured by the bar. The bar, 
which held the rear door, was found 
lying ‘close to his body, with bloody 
spots on the end néarest to his body. 
The waste basket, lying near the desk, 
had been badly mashed; and the large 
cuspidor turned over. Blood spots, simi- 
lar to finger prints, were on a maga- 
zine he had been reading. There was 
no trade of blood on Mr. Hill’s hands, 
nor where there any powder burns on 
his face. 

Vietim of Foul’ Play. 

The coroner’s jury, composed of C. B. 
Parker, W. B. Folsom, T. W. Boothe, 
T. J. Smith, A. W. Waller and E. T. 
Graham, returned a verdict this after- 
noon to the effect that he came to his 
death by gunshot wounds at the hands 
of an unknown party or parties.

Following its demise an effort. was 
made to organize another association, 
known as the National Cotton Associa- 
tion, of which Mr. Jordan. is president, 
but which he states is inactive now, 
and does not know when'‘there will be 
called a meeting of its éxecutive com- 
mittee or its memibefship.

President Jordan is holding offices at 
1022 and 1023 Century ‘building, where 
he is pushing the Farmers’ Gin Com- 
press, the real estate work in Washing- 
ton, with which he is connected, and 
writing editorials for The Cotton Jour- 
nal, of which he is editor.

“The Southern Cotton Association is 
dead. It has been considered as such 
Since our last meeting in Dallas in 
January, 1908. The officers and direc- 
tors, with the executive committee, have 
not met since to declare the organiza- 
itm disbanded, but inaction has made 

so. 

“In November of last year there was 
organized at Memphis the National Cot- 
ton Association. I don’t know when we 
will have a meeting of its officers, ex- 
ecutive committee or membership. Any 
time there is any’ interest manifested 
in a meeting I will call one. 

“As a matter of fact, the farmers 
seem to have quit caring about these 
associations. I gave them my time, my 
efforts and libérally of my purse, but 
recently they did not manifest any in- 
terest in the association, so it has heen 
droped. As long as there was interest 
in it we kept the price of cotton up. 
When the farmers’ interest fell away 
the price of cotton went down. We 
must have as close and compact organ- 
ization as the European spinners before 
we can ever handle the cotton question 
as we should. 

“Some of our members, like some of 
the members of the Farmers’ Union, 
built warehouses, and, of course, they 
are keeping up their interest in this 
work, but this is about all. 

“IT am now devoting my energies to 
the Farmers’ Gin Compress Company, 
which we will make a go. The ‘farm- 
ers need these compresses for thei: gins, 
for there must be a revolution in the 
handling and cafing of cotton.”

Tariff Declarations. 


Local Interests and Try to 
Prevent Injurious Reduc- 
‘tions—Views of. Simmons. 


Washington, April. 5.—That the 
democratic senators who have.local. in- 
terésts which‘ might be injuriously ai- 
fected by a reduction of the tariff on 
them, will not feel called.on to allow 
the declarations of the democratic plat- 
form to stand in the way of opposing 
such reductions, is made evidently by a 
letter which, Senator Simmons of North 
Carolina, has written on the subject of 
the tariff on lumber. 

He takes the position that the demo- 
cratic demand for a tariff for revenue, 
only was made with. reference to the 
whole tarNf system, and therefore it 
does not apply to any. individual arti- 
cle. 

“Did the democrats,” heeasks, “‘mean 
to promise free lumber without any re- 
gard to the character of the general 
measure of which it was to be a part 
or the discrimination that would result 
if that measure covered with highly 
protective or prohibition duties other 


tion?” He answers his own question 
in the negative, and says that “to give 
the declaration that construction would 
be holding to the letter of that prom- 
ise while disregarding its spirit.” 

He then declares that the tariff for 
lumber is already low as compared 
with the duty on other building mate- 
ry such as steel, iron, cement, and 


“ff we are to have a tariff for pro- 
tection, it would seem unjust to pro- 
tect one industry and not another, or 
to protect the industries of one section 
of the country and not those of an- 
other.” 

He ‘declares, however, that even the 
present duty of $2 on lumber is on 
the revenue basis, and he promises to 
do all that he can to maintain the 
rate.

“This does not cover amounts unjustly charged,” he said later, “the peo- 
ple of the state by railroads outside the state for goods hauled into the state.”

“Our railroad commissioners have issued nine circulars in about twelve 
months, but they have revoked praetically all of eight out of the nine circu- 
lars.

about it, is a blemish upon our boast 
of civilization.

PHANCHISE GIVEN

Application Is Granted. 


After Two Hours’ Dis-

The Piedmont Power Company, which 
is to furnish electric power to the manu- 
factories of Atlanta, was granted a fif- 
ty-year franchise by the city council yes- 
terday afternoon after a two hours’ de- 
bate. 

As the final vote showed only one coun- 
|cilman and not a single alderman op- 
posed to the franchise as granted, it is 
beliéved the action of council will be 
concurred in by the aldermanic board at 
its meeting next Thursday afternoon: 

The franchise, as reported by the com- 
mittee on electric and other railways, 
was adopted with an amendment by 
Councilman Chambers, which provided 
that if the company seeks to dispose of 
its franchise in any manner whatever, 
the grant of the city will be null and 
void. This,améendment was acceptable 
to President Magid, of the company, and 
Attorney Albert Howell, Jr., who stated 
that they had no purpose of ever trans- 
ferring the franchise, 

Mr. Howell was granted special per- 
mission to make a talk to council, and he 
convinced the members of council that 
the company he represented only want- 
ed permission of the city to offer to 
the people of Atlanta a cheaper motive 
power. He spoke of'‘other similar fran- 
chises having been weighted down with 
frivolous amendments which had caused 
them to die for the want: of financial 
backing. During his remarks he said: 

“You officials of Atlanta can 100K , 
around you and see the corpses of such 
enterprises which bear the death stab 
of the deadly dagger of the Georgia Rall- 
way and Electric company.” 

‘He stated that he entertained only the 
highest regards for the men who officer- 


ed the company, for they were only: 
seeking to protect their interests.

Under her lead- 
ership the movement has grown, until 
today she has a record of four hundred 
day nurseries in active operation. 
Seventy-five of thege are in New York 
city, and twenty-two south of Masan 
and ‘Dixon's line, 

in Indianapolis there are four 
nurseries and two in Philadelphia. 

“The object of the Federated Day 
Nurseries is to unite in one central body 
all day nurseries, and to endéavoér to 
secure the highest attainablé standing of 
merit,” ¢éxplained Mrs. Dodge, when, 
called upon yesterday. 

“We do not organize day nurseries or 
associations for them. We are glad, at 
all times, t6 help, by correspondence, in 
their organization, but we have no field 
organizers. 

“In several instances we have fur- 
nished matrons to day nurseries from 
our New York field, the last one a spec- 
lalist in’ her line, being sent to a day 
nursery in Los Angeles. - - ; 

‘I do not think that too much stress 
can be laid upon the qualifications of 
the matron,” said Mrs. Dodge; “that is 
the first principle of the successful 
nursery.” 2 

“The present ideal matron is a woman 
who thinks it is not lewering herself to 
work in a nursery any more than to 


day 


work in a settlement; well educated, | 


well mannered, with administrative 
ability, she makes the first investiga- 
tions, supervises the nursery, and is 
the practical executive head of the 
daily routine; she is the only skilled 
worker in our nurseries; she should not 
be an untrained worker. 
Thé Conferences, 

“The conferences always prove .in- 
spirational, giving women the opportu- 
nit} to compare notes and meérit by the 
experiences of one another,” -said Mrs. 
Dodge, “and it is remarkable to find 
out through the conferences how the day 
nursery is the basic principle of the-best 
institutional work, so many movements 
frequently’ growing out of. the day 
nursery.’’

H. E. STOCKBRIDGE WRITES 
OPEN LETTER TO PAYNE 


’H. EB. Stockbridge, editor of the South- 
ern Ruralist, has addressed an open let- 
ter to Sereno E. Payne, chairman of

Hon. Sereno ‘E. Payne, Chairman, Com- 
mittee on ‘Ways and Means, U. 8.

Dear B8ir: 

. I beg to address you as author of th- 
tariff bill bearing your name, now ve- 

fore congress. I do this not for the 

purpose of criticism, nor yet for discus- 

‘gion... & act solely for the purpose of 

calling your attention to a single point 

which seems to have invoked no discus- 
pion in congress. I believe,that it was 
overlooked by the framers”of the bill, 

‘as it has been by the parties it most 

‘seriously affects—the farmers of the 

, in whose interest 1 venture to 


The point to which I respectfully call 
your attention is embraced in section 
_ §, providing for retaliatory duties on cer- 
tain imports from Germany. Paragraph 
652 authorizes a duty of 20 per cent 
ad valorem on. potash salts. 


The real significance of this provision 


is = by the following facts: 


The only known deposits of potash 
Salts are in Germany. They are not 
produced in our own, or any other coun- 
try. The element of protection is not 
directly involved. 

Potash salts are absolutely indispensa- 
ble to the American farmer. For them 
there is no commercial substitute. Of 
the tital importation of potash salts to 
this country, over 98 per cent is con- 
sumed by American farmers for fertliliz- 
ing American farms. The aggregate 
consumption in this country for this 
purpose is approximately 600,000 tons 
annually. 

I do not question’ the principle of a 
retaliator¢? duty. The issue }) raise is 
that of the justice of the expedient you 
have chosen. 

I claim that if Germany is to be pun- 
ished, it should not: be at the expense 
of a single industry or class. Least of 
all ,it should not be at the expense of 
the American farmer, who is least ben- 
efited by import duties, and with least 
representation in the framing of tariff 
legislation. 

Moreover, I insist that if Germany is 
to be pores it should not be at the 
expense of thé fertility of American 
farms, or by increasing the cost of 
Amegican farm products. I prefer to 
trust thé interests involved to your sense 
of justice and to the-great principle of 
economies involved: but that you may 
immediately realize the magnitude of the 
direct money value involved, I present 
a single fact.

LYNCHED BY MOB) 


Pensacola ' Will Make In- 
vestigation. 


Negro Killed Policeman—May- 
or and Council Condemn the 
Lynching—Board of Con- 
trol to Probe Into Affair. 


Pensacola, Fla., April 5.—Dave Alex- 
ander, a negro, was lynched herd at 4 
a. m. today for the murder of Police- 
man Canton, whom the negro stabbed to 
death early Sunday morning while -re- 
sisting arrest. 

While the police station was compare- 
tively deserted, a crowd of 250, at the 
point of revolvers, took the black man 
from his cell and hanged him from an 
electric light pole half a bleck from the 
jail. As the body swayed mM the alr 
forty bullets were fired into it by the 
mob. 

Will Investigate, 

A searching investigation is to be 
made into the lynching this morning of 
the negro, Daye Alexander, who was 
taken from the police station this morn- 
ing and hanged in oneof the. prominent 
city parks by a masked mob, The law- 
abiding citizens do not approve of such 
lawless actions, and this afternoon the 
mayor called the council in special ses- 
sion, when resolutions - were adopted 
condemning the act, and calling upon 
all citisens to assist in apprehending 
those who took the law into their own 
hands. 

Tonight. the board of safety met in 
special session, and decided to institute 
an investigation as to why the two of- 
ficers in charge of the station did not 
sound .the riot call when they were re- 
leased by the mob, as a dozen officers 
were within two biocks, and could have 
reached the scene and captured some of 
the mob, if not prevented the lynching. 
The board hag control of the police force, 
and intends probing into the affair as 
deeply as its authority will permit. 

The desk sergeant and turnkey who 
were in the scrimmage with the mob, 
are off duty tonight as a result of the 
bruises they received in the fight. 

The coroner's jury, after pending all 
the afternoon, examining witnesses, ren- 
dered a verdict that the negro came to 
his deat h atthe hands of parties un- 
known. The grand jury is to convene 
next week, and it is expected that it will 
take up the case, and it ig probable that 
Governor Gilchrist, who has been ap- 
prised of the lynching, will send some 
instructiong to court officers)

method by which the Manhattan Oil 
Company, owning a pipe line in Ohio, 
was purchased through an alleged dum- 
my English company, was next describ- 
ed. Mr. Kellogg said that the real con- 
éideration of the latter company’s pur- 
chase was a contract to supply the Chi- 
cago gas plant of Anthony N. Brady 
and B."C. Bendick of New York, with 
gasoline for ten years at half the mar- 
ket price. That contract, stated the 
speaker, was worth $1,300,000. 


Mr. Kellogg charged that in the forma-. 


tion of the original Standard Oi] Com- 
pany of Ohio, men controlling the pein- 
cipal railways of the country necessary 
to the conduct of the oil business were 
taken in as stockholders. Through this, 
he alleged, rebates averaging 50 per cent 
Was secured, and all of the then inde- 
pendent refiners were forced into the so- 
called Standard Oil “trust.” 
When H. H. Rogers Came In. 

It was incidental to the acquisition of 
the Broéklyn firm of Pratt & Company, 
Mr. Kellogg said, that H. H. Rogers 
came into the Standard. 

“This original trust agreement was 
never made public in the many Standard 
Oil "investigations throughout this coun- 
try until the exigencies of this case 
foreed Mr, Rockefeller te prduce it in 
justification of that agreement," said Mr. 
Kellogg? with emphasis. 

Mr. Kellogg laid much gtress upon the 
Standard’s acquisition of the Security Oi! 
Company of Texas, with its refinery, 
through anotner London concern, and 
especially did he condemn the big de- 
fendant’s secret .ownership of a majori- 
ty stock holding in the Waters-Pierce Oi] 
Company of Missouri. 


Wenderful Proefite of Trust. 

Mr. Kellogg told of the wonderful prof- 
its of the Stanuard Oil Company. For 
the ten years ending with 1906 the con- 
cern had earned, he asserted, the com- 
fortable sum of $588,226,525 upon a cap- 
italization of $97,250,000. The Standard 
trust and the Standard Oil Company had 
Paid dividends of $548,436,446 between 
1892 and 1906. 

“And vet," exelaimed Mr. Kellogg, 
“Mr, Rockefeller, while on the witness 
stand, talked of the ‘hazard’ of the 
business.” f 

“The only place where oil is cheap 
is where independents sell it,” ob- 
served Mr. Kellogg, “and if this court 
gives the Standard Oil company earte 
blanche to do as it pleases, there will 
not be an independent company in this 
country In two vears.” 

Histery,of Trust Reviewed. 

In the government's brief the history 
of the compary, from its inception to 
the present time, is reviewed, and the 
declaration is made that the testimony 
shows that the various defendants have 
from the first pursued a system of un- 
fair competition against their competi- 
tors, Whereby the independent compa- 
nies selling and marketing petroleum 
have either been driven out of business 
or their business so restricted that the 
Stantard Oil ccmpany has practically 
controlled the priceg and monepolized 
the commerce In the products of petro- 
leum in the United States. 

This system, it {s contended, has 
taken the form of price cutting in 
various tocalities, while keeping up 
high prices or raising them atill higher 
in other leealities where no competi- 
tian exists; of paying rebates to custo- 
mers as a part of their system of cut- 
ting: of obtaining secret information as 
to competitive business, largely 
through bribing railway employees and 
using their secret information to pro- 
cure the countermanding of orders of 


OF DISPENSARY DECISION 


Upon being seen concerning the de- 
cision of the United States supreme 
court in reference to the South Carolina 
dispensary case, Thos, B. Felder, of the 
firm of Anderson, Felder, Rountree & 


Wilson, of coungel for the state, who has 
been intimately connected with the liti- 
gation, from its inception, said yester- 
day: 

“After the abolition ef the dispen- 
Sary system, a commission in the nature 
of a court of appeals was appointed to 
investigate the outetanding demands 
against the dispensary, amounting to 
fitty or sixty claims, held by various 
ilquer houses throughout the United 
States, to hear the evidence attacking 
their validity. 

“During the hearings, evidence of 
wholesale graft developed, and several 
of the claimants declined to submit their 
claima to the commission for ita deci- 
sion, but appeale 
Pritchard, of the United States circuit 
court, who granted an injunction against 
the commission, restraining it from fur- 
ther administering the agsets, and ap- 
pointed receivers to take charge of the 
funds in hand, amounting to approxi- 
mately one million dollars. (@1,000,000). 

“The state of South Carolina being 
dissatisfied with judgment of the fed- 
eral judge appealed to the circuit court 
of appeals. This case was heard in 
May of last year, and Judge Pritchard 
decided against the state. 

“Ine state thereupon certioraried from 
this judgment to the supreme court of 
the United States. > 

“The hearing occurred on the 23rd of 
February, with the result as stated. The 
contention of: the state of South Caro- 
lina was that inasmuch as the funds be- 
longed to the state they could not be 
reached by legal procesges, Naturally 
we are very much gratified over the re- 
sult, which sustains our contention, and 
protects the state. which is our gjient.” 

Daniel Rountree Talks, 

Mr. Danie! W. Rountree, of the same 
tirm, said; 

“We are, ot course, gratified 
decision in this case, especially as it re- 
verses an adverse unanimous decision of 
the cireuit court of appeals for the 
fourth circuit, presided over by Chief 
Justice Fuller. 

“The case is remanded to the cifeuit 
court for the district of South Carolina, 
with directions to dismiss the bill, and 
the result is that the commission will 
not only retain the fund of $800,000, but 
also will hear and pass upon all claims 
and pay those which it determines to be 
‘just liabilities." In other words, the

“The real question involved was wheth. 
er. this fund should be administered by 
the federal court or by the commission. 
The theory of the complaining creditors’ 
bill was that placing the fund in the 
possession of the commission with direc- 
tion ‘to pay all just Mabilities at the 
earliest practicable date,’ created a trust 
enforceable by a court of equity, and 
that the claim of the commission that 
it had exclusive jurisdiction of the fund,

Gov. Smith Discloses for the 
First Time That He Has Call- 
ed on the Commission for 
Port Rates — Says He Was 
repr semanas. 


Governor Smith gave out a statement 
yesterday in reply to an editorial on 
“Performance or Confession,” publishcd 
in The Constitution of Sunday, in 


which it was suggested that the pres- ' 


ent state administration should either 
make good on its pledges to the people 
or admit they were made for political 
effect. 

Governor Smith charges that his at- 
titude was‘ misrepresented in various 
respects, and states that he never ad- 
vocated or promised a reduction of 
$4,000,000 in freight rates alone, and 
that ne speech of his, taken in its cn- 
tirety, can be so construed. * 

The governor, in the same connec- 
tion, gives out for the first time a let- 
ter which he wrote to:the .rallroad 
commission on Feb. 20, in which he 
called upon that body to take up the 


subject of port rates for consideration 
and action. 

The publication ,of this letter is the 
first public announcement fade that 
either the governor or the commission 
proposed: to take hold officially of the 
port rate proposition. 


Gevernor Smiths Statement. 


Governor Smith's statement, in full, 
follows: 


Since the primary last June, I have 
not sought a’ discussion of local politi- 
cal questions. 

1 have ignored many misstatements 
from Mr. Clark Howell, published edi- 
torially in his paper, knowing that the 
Eublic well understood his relation to 
my first nace, and believing that they 

ould see the malice which. entered 
into every editorial from him concern- 
ing my official work. 

His editorial of yesterday so utterly 
misrepresented my posi#ion when I was 
a candidate against him for governor 
and also what has since taken place, 
that I wish to remind the public of the 
facts. 

During my first race for governor l 
called attention to the financial state- 
ments of the railroads of the state for 
the fiscal year ending July ist, 1905. 1 
called attention to their tax returns, I 
called attention to the Values placed 
upon the roads by their officers in liti- 
gation brought by them to enjoin 
treight reductions. 

Accepting the true value of the 
properties at some place about 
midway betwéen tax returns made io 
lessqn the payment of taxes and esti- 
mates of. value made to increase 
freight rates, I urged that the rail- 
roads were withdrawing from the state 
more than a fair amount of money 
based upon the true value of their 
properties. I urged that this amount 
improperly withdrawn should be con- 
sumed in giving better service, in pay- 
ing more to their employees, in paying 
more taxes, in reducing the cost of 
passenger transportation and in reduc- 
ing the cost of freight transportation. 

I estimated the excessive amount 
withdrawn from the state by the rodds 
at from three to four millions of dol- 
lars annually. I.did not contend that 
this entire sum should be used: in 
freight reductions. 

I discussed this question many times 
during the campaign. A single sen- 
tence from some speech might indicate 
that I claimed the entire excessive 
amount withdrawn from the state 
should be applied to freight reductions, 
but no report of any speech I made wag 
capable of such an interpretation. 


Didn’t Promise Four Millions. 


Mr. Howell’s continued statement 
that I promised to reduce freight rates 
four millions of dollars annually is un- 
true and it is inconceivable that he can 
be so dull as not to know it. 


At the instance of the Atlanta 


Freight Bureau in the spring of 1905, a . 


reduction of interstate rates in Georgia 
was forced. This reduction en‘ered into 
the business of the roads after July 
Ist, 1905. 

The amount of this reduction has 
been estimated by Mr. Howell in The 
Atlanta Constitution at two millions of 
dollars. I have estimated it annually 
at one. million. 

Subsequent to my recent defeat, the 
railroad companies put back practi- 
cally the old rates, and beginning in 
the fall of 1908 stopped the saving 
which had been of foree since July, 
1905. The railroad commission has 
condemnéd this action of the railroads. 
It has appealed to the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission to put back the re- 
duced rates. The attorney for the rail- 
road commission was engaged last 
week in seeking to obtain a restoration 
of these rates.

Il ask you especially to consider the por- 
tion of the letter whioh refers to the state- 
‘ment of the superintendent ef the Central of 
Georgia Railway Company with reference to 
a charge of 4 cents mile. 

If you deem it ddviseble, I would be 
Pleased to have you write directly to Mr. 
Banner. 

In this connection permit me also to call 
to your attention the fact that in the use 
of mileage books more trouble is caused 
traveling men than seems to be necessary. 

It is quite desirable that a more liberal 
sale be made of the 2,000-mile books good 
for five parties connected. with the same 
business house, and that these books should 
be good for any parties whose names are 
Placed upon them. This should certainly be 
the case when the five are members of the 
same family. 

I do not believe that the railroad officials 
have sought to encourage the use of mileage 
books. They have placed too many -restric- 
tions around them, such as presentation to 
agents to be pulled and baggage checking. 
The commission could at least help thefr 
holders by lessening the extra charge when 
the books have not been pulled by agents. 
I cannot doubt that some magdifications 
could be obtained by conference with rail- 
road officials. 

I wigh aiso to eall your attention to an- 
other subject. I believe that a careful study 
of the rates from the ports of Georgia to 
interior points, and from interior points to 
the ports will satisfy you, and should satis- 
fy the railroad companies, that there are 
many reductions in: rates which can be made 
with justice to the carrier and benefit to the 
public. 
Take as an illustration, rates on cotton. 
They have been practically the same for 
many years, yet the cost of handling has 
been reduced. 

I wish in this connection to call your atten- 
tion to a letter written by your chaifman in 
1906, in which he pointed out most clearly 
the injustice of many rates to the ports on 
cotton. 
There 


are aleo rates from the ports to in- 
terior noints in Georgia which have a ten- 
dency to prevent rafiroads in Georgia from 
obtaining the business; and rates higher in 
some instances from fhe ports to interior 
Georgia points than they are when hauled 
from our orts through. the same Georgia 
points to other states. 

Let. me call your attention to two illustra- 
tions:

Is it. not desirable that all 
should conform to .the classifications 
the commission? . 

I am aware of the many duties which have 
rested upon you, and the difficulty you have 
had to secure a raje expert. 

I have myself in view of the panic doubted 
the advisability of urging rate modifications 
until recently. 

Normal conditions are now returning, and 
the surprisingly good showing which the 
statements of the rallrosds make _ relieve 
doubt as to the wisdom of action. 

T trust the time has come when the rates 
in Georgia, and especially to and from the 
ports, may receive careful revision.
